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THE DEAD AcrREss. 


Neilson’s Begivnings and Social Life— 
Her Earnings. 
From the New York Times. 

The mournfully sudden death of Miss Neil- 
son calls to mind mapy facts of her personal 
and dramatic history which were only kuown 
to her intimate friends and acyuaintances; 
but which, now that she has finished her 
career, may be properly given tothe public, 
and will assist those to whom thesecret of 
ber remarkable success on the stage has never 
been disclosed in forming a juster judgment 
of the actress andthe woman. The dramatic 
lists and other authorities give her age as 
thirty, ber birtbplace as Saragossa, Spain, and 
state that her father was a Spanish artist, and 
her mother an English lady of gentle birth. 
All this is only the tinsel and spengle of cur- 
rent bieerapby. Iiler exact age is unknown, 
but it was probably between thirty-tùuree and 
thirtv-five, and her birthplace is equally un- 
certain. Her parentage was of very humble de- 
scription, and her first appearance before the 
outside world was asa London bar-maid. 
serving ber empioyer’s customers with a 
grace that won her many admirers. 
Ambitious and industrious, she sought 
the opportunity to rise to a higher position. 
A gentieman of good family but of very mod- 
erate means, attracted by her beautv and vi- 
vacitv. offered to educate her for the stage. 
Miss Neilson wasunder training for several 
years, studying toward the end under the 
direction of J. M. Bellew, probably the most 
accomplished elocutionist of the last tifty 
years in England, whose readingsin this 
country will be well remembered. Bellew 
has left it on the fecorad that Miss Neilson was 
by no means an apt scholar. Her memory 
Was neither quick nor retentive, and her 
powers ofapprebension were siuggi-h. He 
spent nearly a year in teaching her to speak 
the lines of Juliet. 
toraise her band, when to dropit; she was 
Uke clock-work, and had to be adjusted to 
certaia gestures before she could accomplish 
them. It is said of Rachel that everything 
about her abd ber wonderful art were simply 
learned by rote, as a parrotcries, Pretty 
Toll!“ But tbe young girl was pessessed of 
extraordinary ambition, great industry, and 
indomitable perseverauce. Slight as her 
physique was, sbe toiled on tirelersly, never 
flagging, never yielding to obstacles, never 
neglecting avy means to perfect herself in ar- 
tistic metbod. 

Sbe visited this country s1x times, appear- 
ing here for the first time in the fall of 1872, 
und aithough it is not positively known what 
amounts tebe carried away euch time, itis 
known that $37,000 was the smallest sum she 
ever neticd em a single season, While one of ber 
series of performaucts gave ber à net result of 
pearly $50,000. Mies Neiison must Dave clear— 
ed ip this country, during ber six trips, about 
$250,000. She did not take all this amount 
out of the country, however. Lu 1872 and 
1878, when real estate was at its highest and 
real estate speculation Was rainpant, she was 
persusded to invest about $40,000 in up-town 
property. This was just before the panic. 
The collapse came, realestate went down, and 
in the depression that followed Miss Neilsou 
became alarmed, and closed out in the sum- 
mer of IS77 ata loss, itis understood, includ- 
ing lawyers’ fees, of about $50,000. Even 
with this loss her fortune must stiil be reck- 
oned at about $200,000, irrespective of jewelry 
and wardrobe; and it will be an interesting 
question to whom it will pass. Sbe had no 
blood relatives as far as known in this coun- 
try, and there are, consequently, no known 
heirs of consanguinity. 

Miss Neilson was married ten or twelve 

years ngo to a Mr. Philip Lee, au Encglish- 
man. The union was an unhappy one: and 
in 1877 she obtained a divorce from Mr. Lee 
in one of the courts in this city. Naturally, 
with her beauty and fame, she has had many 
suitors for ber hand since then, and among 
them was an officer Who stands highin the 
British naval service, and is a member of the 
housenold of the Prince of Wales. This gen- 
tleman, somewhat Miss Neilson’s senior, was 
infatuated with the actress, and made over- 
tures of marriage to her. Ihe affair came to 
the ears of the Prince, who intimated to the 
Admiral that, if he married Miss Neilson, she 
would never be received at Court, and it 
would probably ruin his career. The gentle- 
man informed bis royal master that he should 
n if she would have him, whether 
it exiled im or not, and the Prince 
must take bis own course about recognizing 
them afterward. Miss Neilson declined the 
honor, however, giving her reason in these 
words, peculiarly those of woman: “If I re- 
spected the man less, | would marry him; as 
it is, I cannot he would bore me to death in 
A year.“ Another suitor was more successful. 
It is known that in August last, just before 
she sailed for America, Miss Neilson was pri- 
vately married in Londen to Mr. Edward 
Compton, the actor who supported her ia 
leadling parts last year. It thus appears that 
the question of the distribution of her fortune 
is « complicated and delicate one. It hasbeen 
stated that the American divorce would not 
probably stand law in England. Should this 
turn out to be so, should ne heirs of blood 
present themselves and should it be ascer- 
tained that Mr. Lee has not since married, the 
question may lead to a long litigation between 
‘Mr. Lee and Mr. Compton, who will, of course, 
assert his claims, and Miss Neil/son’s hard- 
earned fortune will probably be half-consumed 
by greedy lawyers.

ABSENT SINCE 1841. 


The Two Widowers of a Brooklyn Heir - 
ess Who Died Last Fall. 
From the New York Tines. | 

Surrogate Livingston, of Kings county, has 
put into the hands of the Public Admfmistra- 
tor ap estate over which there promises to be 
an important and very interesting litigation. 
Forty-five years ago a young mau named 
Phillips, living in Brooklyn, married Miss 
Jane E. Howard, who was one of the heirs to 
a valuable estate, including the parade 
ground at E:st New York. The young cou- 
ple took up tbeir residence in Washington 
street, Brooklyn, and all went well for six 
years. A son was born to them in 1841. and 
very soon afterward Mr. Phillips suddenly 
disappeared. Notrace of his whereabouts 
was found after a long and careful search, 
and be was at last given up for dead. Mrs. 
Phillips, satisfied that her husband was dead, 
married, in 1x50, Mr. Henry Wiggins, of Park- 
ville. Iwelve years ago tue East New York 
parade ground and other property of the 
estate in which Mrs. Wiggins was interested 
was sold, realizing about 5300. 000. Mrs. 
Wiggins died in the fall of last year, leaving 
an estate estimated at between $100,000 and 
$200,000, Sbe made no will. A few weeks 
ago Mr. Phillips. of whom nothing had been 
beard since 1841, suddenly appeared in Brook- 
lyn, and called upon his son, Dr. Howard W. 
Phillips, whois a well-known physician re- 
siding ou Clinton avenue. His return has 
bitberto been kept quiet, only the intimate 
friends of the famiiy knowing anything about 
it. Mr. Wiggins recently applied for letters 
of administration on his wife’s estate, but as 
she had died without making a will, the Sur- 
rogate turned the estate over to the Public 
Administrator. The litigation consequent 
upon the settlement of the estate is expected 
to bring out some interesting history of Mr. 
Phillips“ doings since 1841. Mr. Pnhillips and 
his son decline to makeany statement in re- 
gard to the matter. 


Our Lightning Locomotives. 
From the New York Times. 


The engine which was built to make the 
ninety miles between this city and Philadel- 
phia in ninety minutes, and which did it, is, 
it seems, to be taken across the water to show 
our old country cousins the sort of locomo- 
tives we build here. It will probably do us 
no discredit, but they are now building one or 
two cther novelties which it might be as well 
to test before exporting. At the Grant Work-, 
for instance. it is said thatthere are now be- 
ing constructed an engine with two sets of 
driving-wheels, one being vertically over the 
other, and intended to act upon them as they 


act upon the track. Practical and sclentitic 
not work at 
all are abundant, but tbe inventor is none the 
less confidentthat his machine wiil *‘vetter 
expectation.’’ In Concord, N. H., they are 
Luiding alocomotive witha flat voiler—two 
feet by seven by twelve are the given dimen- 
sicns—with the fire-box in te middle. The 
engineer’s position, like the pilot’s ona steam- 
bout, is te be at the bow, so to speak. and the 
fireman's ut the stern, as now. The idea is to 
bring a larger portion of the boiler over the 


lire-box, and thus increase the engine's 
Steaming power. If successful, the device 
Wil remedy 4 great defect in 
the construction of the now uni- 
versal round-boilered locomotives which 


hene been aptiy likened toa tight-laced wo- 


man, who finds difficulty in breathing. Then 
the iittie tank engines which daily go puffing 
oveihead through our streets have given such 
satisfactory performances that plans have 
been prepared for building others of the type 
with four, six, eight and even twelve driving 
wheeis, and calculated for the heaviest work. 
The advantage claimed for them is that in 
Proportion to their weight they show large 
adlies.ve, thatis, tiactive, power. And in 
general it may be said that there is a noticea- 
ble tendency to increase the size not only ‘of 
engines but of cars as well. Freight cars of 
twenty tons are supplanting those of twelve 
tons, and the eight-wheel locomotive, which 
has been favored for freight service, is beiug 
replaced by those of the ‘*Mogul’’ and the 
„Consolidation“ types. They have been 
deemed objectional as wearing hard on the 
tracks, but as tbev pull larger trains, and so 
reduce the number of trains necessary for a 
given service, the objection, toa considerable 
extent, nulliſies itself. And, moreover, they 
largely lessen the wages and fuel accounts. 
And there are rumors of a successful oil- 
burning locomotive. We took the idea of the 
locomotive from England, but we have work- 
ed over it with originality and independence 
of authority and tradition, until we have de- 
veloped a distinctly American type of engine, 
which, to those knowing howto rightly ap- 
preciate and interpret it, is expressive of 
* bat is characteristic in our national 
ife.

laformation Obtained Under Great Dif- 
ficulty. 
From the New York Herald, 18. | 


The Board of Health at thew regular ses- 
sion yesterday received the long expected re- 
port from Dr. Roger 8. Tracy, who in 1877 
was requested by resolution of the Board to 
ascertain the health of shop girls as affected 
by long continued standing.“ Dr. Tracy 
says that, in compiiance with this request, I 
began such an investigation, but met with 
difficulties ofsuch an unexpected and ap- 
parently insuperable nature, that I was 
forced to abandon it, after procuring, with a 
great expenditure of time and troubie, the 
few comparatively unimportant statements 
embodied in the report.“ He says the field 
to him was a new one, and the fact that it 
was supposed women could not maintain the 
standing posture long without bringing on 
disorders peculiar to themselves, the in- 
quiries to establish the fact called for 
the asking of questions that no 
woman, especially a young unmarried one, 
would answer except to another of her sex or 
her physician. He, therefore, addressed 
himself to their employers, and spent much 
time in fruitless visits to the stores,“ as all 
found some reason to decline“ filling out the 
answers to the questions proposed; but Mr. 

tidley thought that the pallid faces and 
wearied manner of some were attributable to 
bad food and insufticient sleep, caused by 
spending their evenings at picnics, parties 
and balls, eating late suppers, and obtainiag 
but five or six hours’ sleep, while most of 
them“ instead of bringing a wholsome lunch 
from home, would visit the neighboring con- 
fectionery and cake shops and lunch on cake, 
pie and pastry, with perhaps a few gum drops 
thrown in for dessert.“ He had often won- 
dered at the stamina shown by half-grown 
girls in resisting the effects of such continued 
dissipation.

neither Mr. ONeill nor Mr. Valentine (of R. 
H. Macy & Co.) attributed so much import- 
ance to the question of food and sleep as Mr. 
Ridley did, and the hankering after late hours 
and sweet iunches may be peculiar to the 
east side.“ Mr. Valentine stated that though 
there was little sickness among the saleswo- 
men, the cashiers, whosat all day, fre- 
quently broke down, and this tendency to 
give way under the pressure of their duties 
was so general thatthe frm have been cone 
sidering the propriety of putting men in their 
Places.“ 

Dr. ‘Tracy next turned his attention to the 
employes after demonstrating the futility of 
getting any statistics from employers, tirst 
trying married ladies who had been sales- 
women and then abandoning all attempts in 
that direction. Then he left circulars with 
each business house containing questions for 
the employes to answer, and when they were 
collected from the giris they were found to 
be tilled with irrelevant answers, most of 
which were intended to be jocose, and showed 
that the employes either looked upon the in- 
vestigation as ridiculous, if not impertinent. 
or eise intended to conceal a fear of their em- 
plovers under a comic mask. At all events, 
these papers proved to be useless for my pur- 
pose.

The Tunnel Victims.

The work of conducting the caisson to re- 
cover the bodies of the twenty workmen bu- 
ried in the shaft of the Hudson River tunnel, 
at the foot of Ffteenth street, in Jersey City, 
was pushed forward energetically yesterday. 
A section of the structure was placed in posi- 
tion, and it is expected that within a week the 
caisson will be completed. The trouble 
about this work, said Engineer Lovejoy, 
who has charge of the caisson, arises from 
sources that could not be foreseen and that 
could not be prevented. The coffer dam was 
perfect in every respect, and by means of it 
we would have been able to reach the bodies 
if an altogether unexpected accident had not 
occurred. Now there seems to be considera- 
ble misapprehension as to tbe exact 
nature of the difficulty. You see,in the 
first place, this ground 1s made ground, 
and is composed of ashes and garbage. When 
we had driven down our dam we discovered 
that the tide had broken through the bulk- 
bead and had forced its way through this 
loose stuff into the dam, but bubbled up uu- 
derneath itand through the bottom ofit. The 
supposition naturally was thatthe bulkhead 
was sound, and we could not ascertain whether 
itleaked or did not leak until wehad con- 
structed the dam. We do not pretend to be 
Solomons, but we are not exactly prepared to 
admit that we are hopeless fools. The delays 
which we have encountered bave resulted en- 
tirely from local causes. Every engineer who 
has visited this dam, whatever may have been 
his opinions before coming here, has candidly 
admitted before going away that we were 
adopting the best methods consistent with 
speed and safety. We are perfectly willing 
to receive advice and to listen to suggestions 
that come from cempetent men who have in- 
spected this place, but we cannot be expected 
to attach much importance to the oracular ut- 
terances of gentlemen who have never stood 
on this crib-work,and who areignorant of its 
distinctive features.“

A Grand Telephone Scheme. 

From the New London (Ct.) Telegram. | 

It is reported that the Inter-State Tele- 
phone Company, having a capital of $100,000 
and composed of New ork, Boston, Provi- 
dence and Hartford capitalists, has been 
formed, for the purpose of connecting all the 
large cities in the east with New York City by 
telephone. This company has secured from 
tbe American Bell Telephone Company the

POISONING WELLS. 


A Dastardly Attemptte Destroy Lives 
at Kast Foxboro, Mass. 
\ | Boston Special to Cincinnati Gazette. | 


The principal topic of conversation at East 
Foxbore and vicinity this morning is the 
poisoning of the wells of J. K. Kingsbury and 
Mrs. H. Hodges with London purple on Sat- 
urday night. A Traveller reporter proceeded 
to East Foxboro this morning for the purpose 
of investigating the affair. The house of Mra. 
Hodges was first visited,and the reporter was 
met by Miss Hodges, who conducted him to 
the well where the poison wasfound. Itisa 
freme well, located at the side of a 
piazza. Miss Hodges stated that she went to 
the well Sunday morning for the purpose of 
drawirg some water. When the bucket had 
been drawn up the lady noticed a reddish 
color in the water, and said to her sister that 
she did not think the water fit to drink, as it 
had the appearance of rust. She poured sume 
of it into a white pitcher, and the tinge in the 
water showed more prominently. They 
threw the water away, deciding not to drink 
it. Later they went to the well, and upona 
close investigation found an envelope in the 
bottom of the bucket, with a part of the poi- 
son inside. The end of the envelope had 
been opened, so as to allow the powder to 
escape. The ladies afterward heard that Mr. 
Kingsbury had found something of a similar 
nature in his well. 

Mrs. Hodges then resolved to have the well 
cleaned out, which was done, and while the 
work was in 8 an empty pound box 
was found labeled *‘Hemingway’s London 
Purple. Warranted to kill potatoe bugs.” 
Mrs. Hodges afterward, in order to see what 
effect the water would have on potato bugs, 
tried it, and it worked like a charm, killing 
them instantly. She expresses herself as not 
having an enemy in the world, and can not 
account for the dastardly attempt at poison- 


ing. 

The house of Mr. Kingsbury was next vis- 
ited, where the well was also examined. Mr. 
Kingsbury stated thatthe first time he was 
aware that all was not right was when he went 
tothe well on Saturdav to draw up a pail of 
meat which was kept there to keep it fresh 
and cool. After drawing it up he discovered 
an envelope resting on the meat, filled with a 
purplish substance. Thinking that all was 
not right, he started for Mansfield and showed 
itto Dr. Allen. of that place, who pro- 
nounced it London purple, and a deadly 
poison. After bis return he discovered quan- 
tities of the powder on the stones of the well, 
which had discolored the stones so that they 
had the appearance of having been burned. 
An envelope was also found floating on the 
water filled with the powder,the water havinga 
heavy scum upon it. The people have indeed 
had a miraculous escape, and it is hoped that 
the culprit will be speedily brought to justice. 
An othcer is at work upon the case.

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Beer- Drinking in Paris.

One of the most prominent features of the 
modern Latin quarter is the brasserie des 
femmes. Thirty years ago this institution 
wus unknown. It began to flourish during 
the latter days of the Empire, and has to-day 
acquired such popularity that in the Rue 
Vaugirard, between the Odeon and the Rue 
Monsieur le Prince, there are no less than 
seven brasseries where the Teutonic beverage 
is served out to you bythe fair or unfair 
handsof women. The brasserie des femmes 
opens at 11 in the morning and closes at 2 in 
the morning. Each one of these establish- 
ments has from four tosix women. Likethe 
petites danseuses of the opera, whose life the 
mere outside spectator might think strewn 
with roses, the women inthe brasseries have 
by no means a beautiful existence. Closely 
kept and watched by the ‘‘patron,’”? forced 
under penalty of losing their places to bring 
in a certain amourt in the evening, forced to 
put a sweet face to everything and be pleasant 
to everybody, their existence is atonce de- 
grading and slavish. The femme de brasserie, 
if she be popular, does a comparatively 
good business. She nets the average amount 
of 20 francs of pourboire a day, and on Sun- 
day she goes home with no less than 40 to 45 
francs in her little velvet bag. Each brasserie 
hasits presiding caissiere, who watches also 
thatthe women behave. In some of these 
establishments the cruel presiding goddess 
exacts one frane — for every kiss given 
— and discovered. The world you seein 
these establishments is at once varied and in- 
teresting— ff you don’t see it too often. You 
meet young lyceens with tender down on their 
upper lip sitting not far from valiant sub-offi- 
cers ‘*‘bearded like a pard.’’ You brush some 
student in the fine arts, with his broad-brim- 
med hat, on your right, and hear the more 
dignified etudianten droit discussing any- 
thing but his subject witha little blond on 
your left. Old beaux from the right bank of 
the Seine are there, journalists, dramatists 
ot thethird order, gentlemenof the turf, 
Counts and Viscounts, Marquises and Barons, 
individuals with long names and empty purs- 
es. They enjoy or seem to enjoy themselves 
in the hot, poorly ventilated atmosphere of 
the brasserie, drink poor beer, try a hand at 
cards, make considerable noise, smoke and 
chat and pay exorbitant pourboires to Nini 
or Marie, Gabrielle or Georgette. Suchis 
Parisian brasserie life.

THE PRINCE OF WALES’ SET.” 


Profligacy Among the High Rollers of 
English Society.

How- 
ever,the crack cricketer proved not only aty- 
rant,but faithless, and last November his wife 
obtained a decree nisi on the ground of 
crueity, and also adultery with Miss Alma 
Stanley, a burlesque actress, who is said to 
be going to America with her troupe, headed 
70 Mme. Selina Dolaro. And this brings us to 

iss Alma Stanley, whose testimony was of 
the most unblushing character, and who has 
since formed an alliance with a young gentle- 
man who is considered the most beautiful?“ 
of English actors; he, too, is married—but no 
matter! Lou will say already that this is 
very much mixed; but just wait, that’s all. 
This week the Queen’s proctor intervened to

uller from being made absolute, alleging 
that material facts had been —— from 
the knowledge of the court, and that the peti- 
tioner herself had committed adultery with 
Lord Marcus Beresford and Mr. Herbert 
Flower, whereby she was not entitled to the 
relief which she prayed.

Flower, whose conduct with Mrs. Buller was 
now under consideration. Not only was it 
proven to the satisfaction of the jury that she 
and Mr. Herbert Flower were guilty there,as 
well as in London, and at Rivermead, Sun- 
bury-on-Thames, but that Mrs. Buller was in 
the habit of constantly visiting Lord Marcus 
Beresford, who resided at No. 10 Victoria 


Square, Pimlico, and dining alone 
with him; that she came to the 
house day after day and stayed with 


him until a late hour ofthe night, and that 
letters passed between them. The counsel 
was in possession of facts with regard to oth- 
ers whose names were of course known to his 
learned friends on the other side, but he did 
not desire to mention them unless it was es- 
sential. This referred to Lord Dupplin (late- 
ly mentioned as the possible fiance of Miss 
Vanderpilt, or at least as an aspirant for her 
hand), and to Col. Vivian; probably, too, to 
an even more exalted personage. Anditisa 
remarkable fact that Lady Dupplin, divorced 
on the ground of her misconduct with Mr.

Much of the evidence in the present case was 
given by servants, and from their tattle we 
learned that Lord Marcus Beresford was famil- 
iarly termed ‘ 2 that Mr. Herbert 
Flower was called My Dolly,“ just as Lady 
Gay Spanker dubs her little man, and that 
there was kissing to be seenin the drawing- 
room by domestics who had their eyes 
about them. One indignant housemaid 
deposed she left the Bullers“ service 
on account of ‘fa misunderstanding;’’ 
the gallant Captain had tried to kiss her 
when she took up his hot water. The 
counsel for the defense did his best; he ad- 
mitted that Mrs. Buller’s conduct had been 
indiscreet, but would allow nothing more. 
The. Captain and his wife belonged to a sport- 
ing set; see was fond of hunting and heof 
athletic sports, and their friends had congen- 
ial tastes. Mr. Herbert Flower was not only 
a friend of the Captain’s, but was a young 
man barely of age at the time material to this 
inquiry. As for Mrs. Buller she denied every- 
thing, even to the kissing, and could not re- 
member anything at all—poor, weak woman. 
She characterized the servants who had tes- 
tified to certain incidents as thieves, whom 
she had discharged from her service. The 
jury were out but five minutes when they

al property duriog their oppressively recur- 
rentsojourns. Innumerable complaints reach- 
ed the Chief of Police from the townsfolk. 
with wbose portable cbattels the Zlegeuner 
persisted in making free, and that oiticial was 
sorely perplexed how to deal with his unwel- 
come visitors, when one day a brilliant idea 
struck him. Hungarian gypsies rejoice in 
luxuriant locks; sothe astute Stadthaupt- 
mann took the specially offending tribe iuto 
custody—men, women and children, and, 
summoring the town barbers to his assistance, 
commanded them forthwith toshave the heads 
of bis swarthy captives, irrespective of age or 
sex. His orders were carried out tothe let- 
ter, and in a few minutes the whole tribe, 
with polls as smooth as billiard balls, were 
conveyed under escort to the town gates in a 
state of indescribable discomfiture. It is ex- 
pected that gypsies will henceforth give the 
town of Szegedin and its ingenious prietor an 
uncommonly wide bertb. 


Why We Eat Oysters Raw. 
| From the London Medical Record. | 


Dr. William Roberts in his interesting lec- 
tures on the digestive ferments, says: Our 
practice in regard tothe oyster is quite ex- 
ceptional, and furnishes a striking exampie 
of the general correctness of the popular 
judgment on dietetic questions. The oyster 
is almost the only animal substance which we 
eat habitually, and by preference, in the raw 
or uncooked state; and it is interesting to 
know that there is a sound physiological rea- 
son at the bottom of this preference. The 
fawncolored mass which constitutes the dainty 
of the oyster is its liver, and this is little less 
than a heap of glycugen. Associated with the 
glycogen, but withheld from actual contact 
with it during life, is its appropriate diges- 
tive ferment—the hepatic diastase. The mere 
crushing of the dainty between the teeth 
brings these two bodies together, and the 
glycogen is at once digested without other 
help by its own diastase. The oyster inthe 
uncooked state, or merely warmed, is, in 
fact, self-digestive. But the advantage of 
this provision is wholly lost by coeking; for 
the heat employed immediately destroys the 
associated ferment, and a cooked oyster has 
tobe digested, like any other food, by the 
eater’s own disgestive powers.“ 


A Crazy Clergyman.

The Rev. George J. Brown, until recently 
pastor of a leading Methodist church in this 
city, has been sent to au insane asylum.

THE TROUBLES OF A MOTHER. 


Mrs. Gibson’s Efforis to Obtain Her 
Child, as Narrated by Herself. 

Mrs. Caroline Gibson appeared at the Four 
Courts jast Tuesday and requested the police 
to assist ber in her efforts to find her child. 
About a year ago—so ran her narrative --she 
was prostrated by illness. A widow with no 
certain income when, well she hada hard 
struggle o und subsistence for 
herself and her babe, and 
bow that she was ill she was in despair. 
Thouyb young, and naturally disposed to be 
bepeful, she now gave herself up to the most 
gloomy thougbts. She imagined that she was 
about to die, end that her child would be left 
alone without a protector. While in this son- 
dition she was abprosebed by a man nimed 
Cifford and a woman whom be introduced as 
bis wife. These persons said they were de- 
sirous of adopting the child, of whom 
they would take vood care. 

Ciifford showed her papers in support of his 
statement that he was wealthy. and therefore 
able to accept such a responsibility; and, as 
Mrs. Clifford appeared to be amiable, Mrs. 
Gibson gave them the child, but on condi- 
tion, as stipulated in articles which they 
signed, that if at any time in the future sbe 
should so request, it should be returned to 
her on payment of $4a week for its wmain- 
tenance during the veriod of separation. 
Mrs. Gibson thougt at the time that her ill- 
ness would prove fatal. A few months after- 
wards sbe was agreeably disappointed by re- 
covering the use of her limbs. Her first ac- 
tion was to communicate withthe Cliffords, 
Who were at Kansas City. They 
answered her in such a manner as to lead ber 
tothink that they would return the child at 
once. She wentto Kansas City, and after 
some search discovered them. They had 
taken good care of the child and seemingly 
were rejoiced to learn of the mother’s good 
bealth: but when the object of Mrs. Gibson’s 
visit was explained, they adopted an entirely 
different mode of conduct and haughtily bade 
her leave the house. She complied 
with their demand, but at the first opportuni- 
ty solicited the aid of Chief of Police Speers, 
under whose direction the police subsequent- 
ly instituted inquiries as to the Cliffords’ 
character, and ascertained tbat they were 
unmarried and on several occasions hati acted 
in such a manner as to give rise to the 
suspicion that they were not what 
their appearance and statements in- 
dicated. Mrs. Gibson was advised 
to have recourse to the courts, but, having 
believed tbat the Clifford’s would fulfill their 
promise, she bad not supplied herself with 
suflicient money to pav for legal assistance, 
and was therefore incapable of using such 
means. She returned to her home in this 
city for the purpose of obtaining funds 
and shortly afterward 
with the Kansas City authorities, by whom 
she was informed that the Cliffords had et: 
that place. During the months that elapsed 
she made diligent search for them and about 
a week ago she ascertuined that they were in 
St. Paul, Mion. 

Sergeant Say —8 to whom she recited this 
story, advised her to leave for St. Paul im- 
mediately and, if necessary. take her child by 
force and then await the action of the Clif- 
fords. He was satisfied that the courts, if 
appealed to, wouldsupporther. Mrs. Gibson 
then left, and is now probably in St. Paul.

Q.—Now, Mr. Russell, in any conversation 
that you had with Cabell with regard to rais- 
ing, money was there anything said by him 
that the money was to be used for any other 
than the legitimate purposes of carrying on 
the primary elections for the election of dele- 
rates to the State and Judicial Conventions? 
A. As U recollect it he said that this money 
was to be used for conducting the primaries 
and for the payment of the judges and clerks, 
to pay for the wagons to take men to the polls, 
to pay forgthe tickets, to pay the expenses of 
delegates to Jefferson City, as some of them 
would be poor men and it would be neces- 
sary in some cases to pay their expenses.

().—Did be give it as anything more than 
hi- opinion’—tbat is what I mean, Mr. Rus- 
sell. A.—I don’t know what he said about 
that. My impression at the time was that he 
was from that body. 

% What did he say with regard to his 
esuthoritv’ A.—1 don’t think he said any- 
thing. That was somewhat indefinite. My 
impression aboutthe matter was that be said 
be had just come from that organization and 
that they were favorably disposed towards 
me; thatthey thought I was well qualified 
and that 1 would be elected, and 
that if the organization support- 
ed me tbat that would guarantee my election.

The Coroner Finds That Rowser’s Death 
Was Caused by Drowning. 


This morning the Coroner resumed his in- 
quest on the body of Joshua Rowser, the 
colored boy whose death gave rise to the sus- 
picion that he had been maltreated if not 
murdered by some unknown person. Pat- 


rick Barton, a fireman employed at the La- 
clede§ Gas-works, testified: About 4 o' clock 
Monday afternoonl sent my boy home. He 
bad just got outside the gate when some col- 
ored boys gathered around him. As he is } 
only four years old, I followed him to pre- 

vent him from being tormented. When I 
started toward them I sald, **You black sons- 
of-guns, what ate Yon going to do with my 
boy?“ They looked at me and then ran 
away. An old colored woman stuck her 
head out of the window and asked me, 
‘Which of them beat your boy?’ I replied, 
*I don’t know which of the black sons-of-guns 
did it, as they are all of one color.“ Then | 
returned to my work. Shortly after 6 o’clock 
J went home, accompanied by Mr. Bresne- 
ham. Sincethen I have not seen any of the

Mary Froelich stated: ‘*About5 o’ciock Mon- 
day evening I went to the dump at the foot of 
Mullanphy street. About an hour afterwara 
‘hollering.’ Looking along 
the river-bank I saw the deceased standing
